Grayling Township board begins 
new term with ‘idea session'

The Grayling Township Board of 
Trustees met Tuesday, Dec. 10 in its 
first meeting since the recent clection, 
and the new board members exchanged 
a number of new ideas for the 
upcoming term. 

The theme of the first township board 
meeung led by newly elected Grayling 
Township Supervisor Terry Wright 
was a "new vision of government 
toward direc: benefits through the 
people and a series of new programs." 

In addition to Wright, the board 
members include Treasurer Ruth 
O'Mara, Clerk Monica Ashton. 
Trustee Melvin Nunn and Trustee John 
Medler. 

“During the recent campaign, I took 
the opportunity to talk to as many 
township residents as | could about the 
duties of the supervisor and the mission 
of the township in general,” Wnght 
said. “basked them what direct benefits 
they derive from their tax dollars.”

weren't sure of the answers to any of 
these questions,” Wright told board 
members. 

The answer Wright presented to the 
township board was lo attempt to 
provide more direct, quality-of-life 
services to the people and make sure 
the services are known and understood 

The new supervisor presented a list 
of general programs to the board 
members which included such items 
as toad) = paving, cemetery 
improvements, security programs for 
children and the elderly, 
comprehensive recycling and 
composting, ordinance enforcement. 
atownship park, promotion of existing 
and new business, and promotion of 
education, discipline and moral 
altitudes in local schools. 

Wrightreceived consensus approval 
from the board members to begin the 
investigation process of the feasibility 
of these programs, which could 
eventually lead to specific program 
proposals being brought back for future 
board consideration. 

“As a board, we acted lo give the 
supervisor a consensus to do research 
and bring back his findings before the 
board,” Nunn said. “Sure we would 
like to see what his recommendations 
are for these programs presented.” 

Nunn explained that some of the 
items such as the idea of having a 
township park had been brought up 
before by the township. 

The whole idea is to look at these 
proposed programs, Nunn said. It sets 
some direction for the township. 

Wright said it will take some doing 
to make these programs a reality. 

“The price will be great to 
accomplish some of my stated goals,” 
Wright said, “but with much sweat, 
ingenuity, cooperation and the 
leadership of this board, they can all 
be done and done well. They can be 
done to the direct benefit of ourcitizens 
without breaking the bank or raising 
taxes,” 

Nunn also said the other board 
members had some ideas too. Some of 
these proposed programs included 
placing of walking and running areas, 
marking of current bicycle trails and a 
lot of other new ideas. 


The township board members won't 
only be working together on new ideas, 
they also will be working with other 
local government boards. As part of 
this process, (wo members of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners —- Bob Smock, Jr. 
and Bruce Bretzke — were introduced 
at the beginning of the township 
mecling. 

The commisstoners were introduced 
as a spirit of unity between the boards, 
so the members can work together on 
common issues, Wright said. 

Jn other board action at the Dec. 10 
meeting. the township officials 
approved a resolution commending 
Arnold Stancil for his 12 years of 
service as Grayling Township 
supervisor. 

Board members also passed a 
resolution recognizing Lynette Corlew 
for her two years of service as a 
township trustee.

A change in policy has caused a 
dilemma for the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners inthe process 
of road Commission appointments 

Crawtord County Prosecuting 
Attornacy John Huss has written a leer 
tothe Attomey General's office for an 
answer to the dilemma. 

Huss explained the situation at the 
beginning of his letter to the Attorney 
General. The county prosecutor wrote, 
“Whats the term of of fice fora county 
road commissioner appointed to 
replace a deceased elected 
commussioner, if prior to the next 
general clection, the county 
commissioners change the selection 
of road commissioner from elected to 
appointed?” 

The current situation began in the 
1994 general election when the 
Crawford County Road Commissioner

Attorney General's opinion to end 
road commission vacancy questions 


elected died in March of 1995. The 
Crawtord County Board of 
Commuisstoners appointed — his 
replacement, Ray Swiercz, in May of 
1995 “to fill the vacancy... until the 
neat pencral election.” 

The law states that someone does 
need to be appornted to fill the vacancy 
unttl the next general election when 
using an elected road commissioner 
method. But then things changed. 

The county board of commissioners 
changed the method of selection of 
county road commissioners from 
elected to appointed by a Feb. 20, 
1996 resolution. The resolution is 
effective Jan. 1, 1997. 

Huss said, at the Dec. 10 county 
board meeting, that this situation was 
a “change of procedure midstream,” 

The remaining question is does 
Swiercz continue on his six-year term 
or has it expired because of the recent 
November General Election?

Huss wrote in his letter to the 
Attomey General, “Did his term expire 
at that time per OAG 1985-1986 No. 
6322, or having changed from elected 
to appointed did his position become 
as of Feb. 20, 1996 appointive “ex 
post facto” so to speak and not expire 
for a period of six years from Jan. I, 
19957” 


According to Huss’ letter, the 
provisions for declaring a road 
commission seat vacant are explicit, 
except there are no provisions for a 
seat made vacant by the changing of 
the selection method. 

Huss told the county board of 
commissioners that he would ask the 
Attorney General's office for a quick 
opinion, since the commissioners may 
have to fill another road commission 
seat. There already is another seat 
which the county board is interviewing 
applicants to fill the ended term, 


“Please expedite as we may have to 
make an appointment by January 1997 
depending upon your opinion,” Huss 
stated.

The race committee, fans, canocists 
and more than 200 volunteers are 
making preparations and anxiously 
awaiting the 1997 AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon. 

The 1997 version of the annual event 
will be the 50th in a long string of 
exciting races. 

The marathon, which will be held 
July 26-27 starting in Grayling, is being 
planned as a celebration of the five 
decades the race has spanned. The 
committee has planned a number of 
special items to help celebrate the 50th 
marathon. 

The committee consists of co- 
chairmen Joe Wakeley and Wayne 
Koppa, Phil Weiler, Steve Southard, 
Ed and Marge Martella, Mary Jo 
Conway, Jerry and Marion LaMotte, 
Dave Wyman and John Cherven. 

One of the special items which will 
be completed is a commemorative 
book of the first 50 marathon races. 
The book will include material on all 
of the races which began in 1947, 
According to officials, one year there 
was no marathon race during this time 
period. 

The book, being put together by 
John Thompson and Nancy Lemmen, 

will be pre-sold beginning 
approximately in March. Upon its 
completion, the book will be 
distributed in November 1997. All 50 
races will be ncluded in the book.. 

The book is scheduled to be 176 
pages with some coior in it, According 
to Wakeley, there has been a good 
response of donated material and race 
items to be included in the book.

Another special item which will be 
completed to help celebrate the 50th 
marathon is a special history section to 
be included in the Crawford County 
Avalanche. 

The Avalanche’s special section will 
feature information from back issues 
on the marathon and will be included 
in the weekly paper prior to the 1997 
event. 

The committee also is looking at 
having other types of races during the 
weekend celebration. Wakeley said 
one possibility being looked into is a 
race featuring past marathon canoeists. 

New merchandise for the 50th race 
will be on sale in the area, According 
to Wakeley, the merchandise will be 
available prior to Christmas. 

“There is talk of a lot of racers 
coming back to race because it is the 
50th event,” Wakeley said. 

The committee meets the third 
Tuesday of each month at 7 p.m. at the 
race office in the Grayling Mini Mall.

Bretzke then 
appointed commissioner Bob Smock, 
Jr. as the second representative from 
Crawford County. 

The first mecting between the 
advisory council and the court 
reorganization board is scheduled for 
Jan. 9 at7 p.m. in the Crawford County 
Courthouse. 

The purpose of the meeting is to 
work on any issues any of the counties 
are facing, Bretzke said. It allows 
everyone to touch base with the 
representatives of the three counties, 

The advisory council is scheduled

End-Of-Year reminders from Social Security 


Have you ever paid a bill late and 
incurred a late fee simply because you 
forgot to drop it in the mailbox on 
time? It’s easy to forget. So, with the 
end of the year fast approaching, | 
want to remind you that there are 
certain Social Security-related matters 
that you should tell us about. You 
don't have to run to the mailbox. Just 
call 1-800-722-1213 or 1-616-946- 
8361 and let us know. 

If you changed your name this year 
(through marriage, divorce, or any 
other reason), make sure your new 
name is listed on your Social Security 
card and in Social Security's records. 
If you don’t do this, we may have 
problems posting your earnings to 
Social Security’s files. (This could 
reduce your future Social Security 
benefits.) Also, the Internal Revenue 
Service may have problems processing 
your tax return. 

To get a replacement card, you 
usually need one identifying docu- 
ment. To change the name on your 
card, you need documentation that 
shows your old name and your new 
name. If you were born outside the 
United States, you generally must show 
proof of U.S. citizenship or lawful 
alien status. Your replacement card 
will have the same number as your old 
card. 

If you have a child who was born 
this year and doesn’t have a Social

Security number, make sure you get 
one before you file your tax return 
next year. The law requires you to list 
the Social Security number on your 
tax return for each dependent born 
before Nov. 1, 1996, being claimed on 
your 1996 tax return. If you have a 
child born before Nov. 1 who doesn’t 
have a Social Security number, you 
should make sure you get one before 
you file your tax retum next year. 
Remember, the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) will not process a retum 
without the correct Social Security 
numbers for dependents. 

If you're already getting Social 
Security benefits and you moved this 
year, make sure we have your new 
address. (Sometimes people who have 
their checks sent directly to their bank 
forget to tell us about a change in their 
mailing address.) 

You must notify the post office and 
Social Security immediately if you 
change your mailing address. In fact, 
failure to report a change of address is 
the leading cause of checks not amving 
on me. Your report should include 
your claim number, your old address, 
and the new address, including ZIP 
code. Give the names of all family 
members who should receive benefits 
or information at the new address. 

You should report a new address 
even if youhave direct deposit because 
important letters from Social Security 
are sent to your mailing address, even 
though your benefits go directly to a 
bank. Your benefits could be stopped 
temporarily if Social Secunty cannot 
locate you because you have not 
reported a change of address.

When this 
stage is reacned, only a denlist or hygienist 
can remove tha calculus with professional 
cleaning. 

Mf left untreated, (he gums and supporting 
bone will gradually recode from the roots. The 
teeth will become loose, eventually resulting in 
tooth toss. However, if detected in its early 
ss gum disease is reversible with proper 
professional care and treatment.

Camp announces efforts LEGAL ACTION 
toward adoption reforms 


Congressman Dave Camp 
announced cfforts to improve 
adoption. Camp's proposal would 
streamline the system making it easier 
to place children with families that 
wish (o adopt while working to ensure 
thatchildren are not returned to homes 
where they face continued abuse. 

Camp will introduce an adoption 
bill when Congress reconvenes in 
January. 

“This is a fundamental change in 
public policy as it relates to adoption,” 
Camp said. 

According to the National Council 
For Adoption, approximately 25 
percent of children in foster care are 
currently waiting to be adopted. 

“Placing a child ina safe and loving 
hame should be our highest priority. 
The current system is too slow in 
moving children into functioning 
families,” Camp continued. 

When cases of abuse are discovered. 
efforts must be made to protect the 
child. Earher this year, the Ways and 
Means Committee's subcommittee on 
Human Resources, of which Camp is 
a member, held hearings on adoption. 
Individuals and parents from around 


the country testified before the 
committee including Michigan's Lt. 
Governor Connie Binsfeld. 

“I was astonished with the length of 
time children languish in foster care or 
adangerous home,” Camp stated, “Un- 
fortunately, the system often prolongs 
the abuse instead of solving it.” 

The proposals currently under 
consideration include defining what 
course of action to follow whenachild 
has been tortured, abandoned, 
subjected to severe sexual abuse or 
when a sibling has been murdered by 
the parent. Efforts will focus on moving 
children more quickly through the 
system inorder to place them with 
Parents In a permanent home. 

Congressional — Republicans.

“T plan to introduce legislation in 
the next Congress tommprove adoption 
efforts, [tas time that pubhe policy 
recognize the child's need for a safe 
and loving home.” said Camp.
